Fair Ferry Fares 

NJOTING Premier Bennett’s plan to ’eliminate the 
- 1 ’ tolls on three British Columbia bridges. Vancou¬ 
ver’s morning newspaper says that the people of that 
city have a right to ask why a policy applied to 
bridges in other arras is not adopted in the most pop¬ 
ulous section of B.C., where bridges are used more 
than anywhere else. Public crossings are a govern¬ 
ment responsibility just as much in Vancouver, it says, 
&s at Nelson. Kelow na, or Agassiz. 

This will appeal to most people as sound enough 
argument. Wherever bridges are part of the prov¬ 
ince’s highway system, and Vancouver’s three toll 
bridges can reasonably be put in this category, thf 
cost of building and maintaining them should be equi¬ 
tably distributed, and retaining the charges in VanTOu* 
ver while eliminating them elsewhere hardly adheres 
to this principle. 

By the same token, however, users of the B.C. 
ferries and rhe Vancouver Island communities to 
which the femes make an economic contribution pro¬ 
portionate to tW» loads they carry may be inclined to 
wonder if the government's fleet l* not now sub¬ 
sidizing the other pants of the toll authority's system 
including the three bridges that are to be toll-free. 
The terries are also part of the highway network, 
floating bridges, as it were. 

If this is the case, if the ferries are paying mor* 
than their own way as seems probable, the remova. 
of the tolls on some sjians lo be entirely equitable 
should be accompanied by a reduction in fares on the 
service across the strait. Vancouver's argument ap¬ 
plies as much in this instance as it does in relation to 
fixed bridges.

•TTHE ANGLICAN communion will breathe a sigh nf 
1 relief that at last Dr. Hewlett Johnson has laid 
down hut reins as Dean of Canterbury He has been 
an embarrassment to the church in which he held so 
conspicuous an appointment for rttany years. 

To the world It has been a strange anomaly that 
a Churchman associated uitl^ the fount of Christen¬ 
dom established hy Jrt. Augustine should adviae so 
wwtely his sympathies for a regime officially godless, 
and neves- Ei pFo-iftl?vs his sdhrrene* to SovitT 
Communism at the expert.-* of his own countrv and 
faith * 

Only last Christmas he .averred that it was 
from the East, meaning Russia, that were he alive to¬ 
day Christ- would find hope for the future, and in re¬ 
signing his post he said his proudest title has bqen 
to he known as the "Red" Dean. 

Dr Johnson's was so consistently a Communist 
voice from an Anglican cathedral that probably it 
came to fall on deaf ears and only his office gave 
prominence to hi* views. They were anathema to 
hi* church, hut paradoxically he wax known in Can¬ 
terbury, as a kindly, white-haired old gentleman.
